THE STREET PAVING QUESTION. 


In reply to an Aldermanic inquiry the 
Corporation Counsel has given an opinion 
that where a street has been paved by spe- 
cial assessment and the pavement wears 
out and has to be replaced the city can 
pay for that second improvement by general 
taxation. The question is one which it 
should not have been necessary toask. The 
law empowers the city to make a local 
improvement by special assessment or by 
special taxation of contiguous property, or 
general taxation, or both.” ‘The city can, 
if it chooses, pave streets, as it used to 
build sewers, by general taxation. 

The resolution of inquiry referred to may 
be a sign that some property-owners are 
growing weary of paying assessments for 
street paving every few years. It is ad- 
‘mitted that when a street is paved for 
the first time the abutting property is bene- 
fited greatly and should bear the cost of 
the improvement. But when that pave- 
ment wears out its replacement does not 
add to the value of the abutting property, 
though a failure to replace it injures the 
rental value of that property. The owners 
being aware of that have acquiesced in 


second, third, and fourth assessments. 


They are beginning to object to repeated 
assessments, however. The revenue from 
real estate is not whatit was once. After 
taxes, special assessments, and ordinary 
expenses are paid, there is little net rev- 
enue left. So it is not unlikely that in 
the course of time, when an attempt is 
made to collect a special assessment. to 
repave a street, some property-owner will 
dispute its legality on the ground that 
his property js not benefited, though the 
ordinance says it is. He may allege that 
the pavement, he paid for was worn out 
not by himself but by the public use of 
it, and that the public should replace it. 
The Supreme Court of the United States 


may sustain these contentions. 


Were that tribunal so to decide, the 
property-owner would win his suit, but 
he would not, as matters stand now, 
get a pavement. For the revenues of 
the city are not so great as to permit 
it to make appropriations for street 
paving. Before going into that business 
it will have to be authorized to increase its 
tax levy considerably, and the taxes are 
as high now as taxpayers wish to pay. 
There may be much trouble over this street 


paving question in a few years.

WILL REIMBURSE CUBANS 


CONGRESS TO REPAY THE AMOUNT 
OF NEELEY’S DEFALCATION, 


His Bondsmen Must Make Good the 
Losses—Cabinet Wishes to Eradi- 
ente Bad Impression Created—Leg- 
islation Aimed Against Large Num- 
ber of Japanese Arriving at North- 
western Ports—President Signs Bill 
Adding Millions to Pensions. 


WASHINGTON BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Washington, D. C., May 10. 

Congress will reimburse the Cubans to the 
amount of the defalcation in the postal reve- 
nues and look to the 

President McKin- bondsmen of Neeley to 
make good the losses 
which occurred dur- 
ing his incumbency. 
Tomorrow Represent- 
ative Bromwell of Ohio will have a confer- 
ence with the Postmaster General in regard 
to the defalcation, after which he will intro- 
duce a bill authorizing the payment to the 
Cubans of the amount missing. This will 
come out of the funds of the postal expenses 
of this country, and the amount will be paid 
directly out of the Treasury. President Mc- 
Kinley, his Cabinet, and the Republican 
members of Congress are mortified over thig 
scandal, and take the position that no time 
should be lost in making good the losses 
caused by the actions of those who are re- 
sponsible for the unfortunate condition of 
affairs. They are particularly anxious to do 
this so as to eradicate from the minds of the 
Cubans the bad impression made by the un- 
lawful transaction in the postal system. It 
is argued that the Cubans, who have become 
accustomed to the thieving propensities of 
the Spaniards, would naturally conclude 
with the advent of the Americans that there 
had been only a change of men but not of 
methods. If the stolen funds are made good 
without delay this would tend to restore the 
confidence of the Cubans in the United States 
government, and prove conclusively that it 
does not countenance the pilfering of public

So far as can be learned at the department 
Mr. Rathbone acted under that assumption 
and made no requisition of any kind of the 
Postoffice department at Washington. As 
the Postmaster General knew the postal 
department in Cuba was under military con- 
trol, and as he had no request for money, he 
was apparently not giving himself any fur- 
ther concern aboutit. Coming into the office 
at the time he did, Secretary Root was not 
aware of the military control of the postal 
service in Cuba, and just how the service 
was regarded by General Brooke when Gov- 
ernor General is not known. But from the 
fact that he promulgated the Cuban postal 
code it would seem that he must have under- 
stood it as a part of the military system, as 
it was. Governor General Wood probably 
has continued to regard it in the same light 
as did General Brooke. 
gone on an apparently independent basis, un- 
til a military inspector sent from the War 
department began an investigation and dis- 
covered the frauds. 


It was decided to apply to Governor Roose- 
velt for the extradition of Neeley. The ad-

Attorney General Griggs will 
personally look after the legal fight whichis 
anticipated. It is the purpose of the Post- 
office department to probe the alleged Cuban 
postoffice defalcation to the bottom. There 
is to be no superficial investigation, but a 
thorough sifting of the entire matter. 
carry out this plan the Postmaster General 
has ordered the Deputy Auditor for the 
Postoffice department of the United States, 
Mr. A. L. Lawshe, to proceed at once to 
Havana and begin an investigation. He will 
be accompanied by Mr. H. O. Nettleton, one 
of the expert bookkeepers of the depart- 
ment, and several trained postoffice 
spectors. The party expects to leave tomor- 
row morning and proceed direct to Havana. 
The committee has instructions to be thor- 
ough and leave nothing undone.

The demand 
for our flour is due not a little to the fact 
that we now have direct communication 
with the United States. Many merchants 
are in correspondence with our flour dealers 
with regard to shipments. Each steamer 
from New York brings good-sized orders, 
which from now on will increase in size, 
The Malta government seems disposed te 
favor the importation of wheat rather than 
flour, owing to there being a necessity, from 
a naval and military point of view, for the 
storage at all times ef large quantities of 
wheat. The government runs a mill of an- 
cient construction which manufactures ail 
the flour for naval and military purposes, 
and there are one or two private mills of 
modern build which, to a certain extent, 
supply flour for general use. But there 66 
demand for the foreign product, and the 
American is preferred. The last shipments 
from New York fell a little short, as regula- 
tions appertaining to flour were under com 
sideration by the local government, and 
Maltese merchants hesitated to send evel 
normal orders to the United States pending 
the settlement of the matter. The govern 
ment has, however, just finished its deli 
erations and the result is that importers 
will have to declare whether importations 
of flour contain any mixture above 5 per 
cent of any substance other than the produce 
of pure wheat. In view of this declaration 
the alternative is given of producing to the 
Collector of Customs a certificate signed 
by the shipper of the flour showing whether 
it contains a mixture of any substance other 
than the produce of pure wheat, with @ 
statement of what the mixture consists and 
the proportion of the same.

Describes Work of Hope Hall, to Which 
200 Ex-Convicts Owe Opportunity 
for Beginning Anew Honest Lives— 
Most of Them Known to Be Keeping

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Their Good Resolutions—A Large 
Audience Composed in Part of Meth- 
odist Delegates Hears Her. 


Mrs. Maud Ballington Booth, the “ Little 
Mother of 8,000 men who are serving or 
have served penitentiary sentences, stood 
before a great audience in the Auditorium 
last night and pleaded for justice for the 
criminal. Mrs. Booth was introduced by 
President Henry Wade Rogers of North- 
western University. She was garbed as an 
officer in the Volunteers of America. She 
spoke rapidly of the history of the prison 
reform and its results to an audience, com- 
posed largely of ministers and laymen who 
are delegates to the General Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, Her ad- 
dress was one of a series given in connec- 
tion with the sessions of the conference. 

Hope Hall in Chicago and its work during 

the year of its existence had a place among 
the results which were described. Two 
hundred men released from Joliet have 
passed through the Chicago home, Mrs. 
Booth stated. They have been taken from 
the prison in which they had served their 
sentences and brought to Chicago. They 
have-passed a period at the hall and have 
been placed where they were able to lead 
honest lives if they desired. They have 
been given the opportunity which the man 
who has served a sentence and comes from 
the prison with the marks upon him 
not have. 


Few Go Back to Criminal Lives. 

Of these 200 men Mrs. Booth stated that 
more than 75 per cent had realized the hope 
that they could be reclaimed. Such a pro- 
portion she said she knew personally had not 
gone back into a criminal life. The others 
had gone into other lands to make new lives 
for themselves, and there was no reason to 
believe that their course had been any less 
satisfactory than that of their comrades 
whose present condit was known. 

The New York Hope Hall has received 800 
men from Sing Sing and other prisons. A 
similar proportion of these men, Mrs. Booth 
affirmed, were living honest, upright lives, 
and she asserted her belief that it was sim- 
ply lack of knowledge of the whereabouts of 
the other men that prevented the known

With reference to the condition of the men

SIDELIGHTS ON THE CONFERENCE, 


BY THE REV. W. E. M’LENNAN, 
Pastor of Trinity M. E. Church. 


Two matters of surpassing interest came 
before the General Conference yesterday. 
The first was on the question raised by the 


| first section of article III. of the proposed 


modifications of the organic law. In that 
section appears the following clause: “ It 
[the lay electoral conference] shall be com- 
posed of laymen, one from each pastoral 
charge within its bounds, chosen by the lay 
members of the charge over 21 years of 
age, ete. The use of the words “ laymen ”’ 
and “lay members opened up again the 
„ woman question,“ which has been before 
the church for something like a decade. It 
should be remembered that a former Gen- 
eral Conference decided that the word 
„ layman means a male lay member, while 
“lay members used without a qualifying 
word include both men and women. 

Dr. Moore, editor of the Western Chris- 
tian Advocate at Cincinnati, who has been 
the recognized leader of those who would 
permit women to become members of the 
General Cdénference, made an earnest appeal 
for the substitution of the term lay member 
for layman wherever the latter word ap- 
pears in the proposed constitution which is 
running the gantlet of approval from day 
to day.“ To do this, however, would make 
women eligible to membership in the Gen- 
eral Conference as soon as the constitution 
is adopted. On the other hand, if the word- 
ing as proposed by the Committee on the 
Organic Law is accepted it will be impossi- 
ble for women to be members of either the 
General Conference or the lay electoral 
conference without a constitutional amend- 


“ment—which means that the day of their 


complete emancipation is several years dis- 
tant. 

At best it is an embarrassing situation. 
Many of those who are foremost in advocat- 
ing the claims of women to membership in 
all our church bodies, and even to ordina- 
tion to the ministry, belleve that it would be 
inexpedient, not to say revolutionary, for 
this General Conference to anticipate the 
action of the annual conferences in remov- 
ing the obstacles which now prevent the 
consummation of their hopes for woman's 
complete enfranchisement. This is the real 
question at issue, and not whether the 
church wants women in these places. If, as 
Dr. Oldham in a forcible speech declared, 
the church is overwhelmingly in favortf 
removing all disabflities on women, then 
that conviction can be expressed in an 
amendment which will settle the matter by a 
method that no one can justly criticise. 

No one could have heard the reports of 
Bishops Thoburn of India and Hartzell of 
Africa and observed the sustained interest 
of the conference while the reports were 
read without feeling that these men have a 
profound hold on the church. Bishop Tho- 
burn is the modern St. Paul, both in apos- 
tolle labors and in the art of expressions. 
He represents what is probably the fore- 
most mission of any church in non-Chris- 
tian lands. His plea for two additional mis- 
sionary Bishops to assist him in his labors 


will undoubtedly be granted. Bishop Hart- 


zell’s review of his four years’ labors was 
encouraging to all the friends of Africa. 
The increase in property interests of the 
Methodist Church in that continent seems 
beyond belief, while the rapid multiplica- 
tion of the means of industrial and mental 
training suggests the question whether the 
good Bishop seriously proposes to civilize 


Africa before he dies.

IR RICHARD WEB- 

STER is so well 

known in the United 

States, both as a fre- 

quent visitor to this 

country officially as 
well as privately, 
and has taken part 
in so many negotia- 
tions with a view to 
the settlement of 
issues pending be- 
tween the two coun- 
tries, such as the 
Venezuelan affair 
and the Bering Sea 
claims, that interest 
will be aroused by 
the announcement 
that he has been ap- 
pointed to the ancient 
and lucrative office of 
Master of the Rolls 
and Keeper of State 
Records. By accepting this post, which 
ranks immediately next to that of Lord Chief 
Justice, Sir Richard may be said to have 
abandoned all prospects of becoming Lord 
High Chancellor, although as Attorney Gen- 
eral he has until now enjoyed a sort of tra- 
ditional right of succession to the woolsack 
in the event of its becoming vacant. As 
Lord High Chancellor, however, he could 
have held office only so long as the Cabinet 
by which he was appointed remained in ex- 
istence, whereas the post of Master of the 
Rolls is one which he can retain indefinitely, 
the late Lord Esher, for instance, having re- 
tained the dignity until he was considerably 
over 80 years of age. 

The office of Master of the Rolls dates back 
to the twelfth century, and formerly he used 
to have the custody of the great seal during 
the absence of the Lord High Chancellor 
from court. In fact, the Master of the Rolls 
has always been looked upon as a sort of 
deputy of the Lord High Chancellor, and in 
the reign of King Richard II. he was given 
precedence over all Judges, with the excep- 
tion of the Lord Chief Justice. He is ex 
officio a Judge of the Court of Appeal and 
transacted a good deal of the legal business 
in the chancery division which would other- 
wise fall to the Lord High Chancellor. His 
salary is $40,000 a year, and the office gen- 
erally carries with it a peerage, so that ere 
long we may expect to see Sir Richard 
to the House of Lords. 


I imagine that the reason which has 
prompted Sir Richard to accept the Master- 
ship of the Rolls is that there is no immedi- 
ate prospect of the Lord Chief Justiceship 
becoming vacant, as Lord Russell is still hale 
and hearty, and save for occasional irrita- 
bility in the prime of his mental vigor. In- 
deed, there is every reason to believe that he 
will occupy his seat on the bench for many 
years to come, 

With regard to the woolsack, the outlook 
for Sir Richard is equally gloomy. For he 
could accept only the great seal—that is to 
say, the Lord High Chancellorship—at the 
hands of a Conservative and Unionist ad- 
ministration, and it may safely be taken 
for granted that so long as Lord Halsbury 
remains alive, and the Conservatives remain 
in office, he will hold on tight to the wool- 
sack, resisting all hints and suggestions that 
it would be well for him to resign.

There is a funny story current to the effect 
that Lord Salisbury, when forming his ad- 
ministration in 1885, was anxious to confer 
the Lord High Chancellorship upon Sir Will- 
iam Baliol Brett. But just before the an- 
nouncement of the names of the new office- 
holders was made little Sir Hardinge Gifford 
called at Lord Salisbury’s house in Arling- 
ton street and insisted upon having the ap- 
pointment himself. It ts added that he even 
declined.to leave Lord Salisbury’s house 
until his claim had been allowed. Lord Salis- 
bury, seeing no other alternative than that 
of having the little man chucked out into the 
street by main force, made him Lord Chan- 
cellor and consoled Sir William Baliol Brett 
for his disappointment with a peerage under 
the designation of Lord Esher, and at the 
same time with the Mastership of the Rolls. 

Sir Hardinge, as Lord High Chancellor, be- 
came Lord Halsbury, and renowned as he is 
‘for his persistency and for his love of the 
office which he holds, which is the highest lay 
dignity in the realm, there is not the slight- 
‘est probability of his giving it up, either in 


tration. So that after all Sir Richard has 
done the best that he can do for himself in 
accepting the Mastership of the Rolls, which 
will bring him into frequent contact with his 
sovereign and with the royal family, owing 
to his keepership of the state records. In-

Sir Richard Webster, who is one of the 
most popular members of the legal profes- 
sion, is known to have already, on the resig- 
nation of Lord Esher, declined the Master- 
ship of the Rolls unless it were accompanied 
by a pledge that he should have the reversion 
of the woolsack. The government found 
itself unable to give him any such an as- 
surance, and his acceptance of the Master- 
ship now indicates that he has abandoned 
* aspirations to the Lord High Chancellor- 

ip. 

He is a big man, not merely mentally but 
likewise physically, and it is dificult when 
gazing today, at his massive figure, with its 
sixteen stone of flesh and muscle, to realize 
that he was the champion long-distance run- 
ner both at Charter House and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge. He is an enthusiastic 
sportsman, and spends every year the long 
vacation in deer stalking in Scotland, where 
he is known to the neighboring lairds, all 
of whom have territorial titles, as Pump 
Court.” He has likewise done some big 

me shooting on this side of the Atlantic, 
both in the Rockies and up in Canada, 

He makes his home at a lovely place 
named Winterfold, near Cranleight, in Sur- 
rey, and one of the features of the house is 
the magnificent organ in the hall, with its 
two keyboards and twenty-one stops and 
couplers, the bellows being ingeniously 
blown by means of electricity. The pipes 
are carried away to a considerable distance, 
so that the music is never inconveniently 
loud. Sir Richard, who has a remarkable 
talent as well as taste for music, plays de- 
lightfully, and likewise possesses a fine 
voice. 

In Sir Richard's library on the first floor, 
which commands a superb view, are a num- 
ber of autograph photographs of public men 
in this country whom he met while in the 
United States and in Europe. Sir Richard is 
a widower with two children, his only son, 
Arthur, being married to a daughter of Sir 
Francis Evans. Young Mrs. Webster is halt 
an American, her mother, Lady Evans, 
being a daughter of that Samuel Stevens 
who was at one time Attorney General for 


the State of New York.
